Galleries; Were Crowded. 

The message was read by the 
clerks, Mr. Wilson having heeded 
the advice of his physician not to 
appear -n person to present his rec- 
ommendations. 

Galleries in both senate and 
house were crowded. Both ‘\ghose 
drawn by the 94 San the pres- 
ident might appear person or 
by the possibility that his message 
might touch upon the league of na- 
flons question, or hi. own approach- 
ing’ retirement to private life were 
disappointed. 

Mr. Wilson confined himself al- 
most wholly to domestic questions. 
Unly by inference did his message 
refer to the nearing close of his ad- 
ministration and that was in the 
concluding paragraph. 

Aside from hearing the president's 
message, congress made definite 
Progress on at least one of the 
problems it faces during the brief 
session. The house received a rule 
under which an effort will be made 
Thursday to take up the immigra- 
tion bill for prompt actior. It would 
limit general debate to four hours. 
The two-day interval was allowed 
to permit Representative Siegel. of 
New York, a*member of the immi- 
gration committee, to frame a mi- 
rerity report. 

No other matter in either house 
had passed today beyond the com- 
mittee stage. At both ends of the 
capitol, however, members were 
deep in plans to deal with business 
depression. Unemployment and farm- 
ers, relief. Dissensions in th 
senat eof the plight of farmers de- 
layed the reading of the president's 
message in that body. 

The industrial situation also 
found a place in the president's 
message. Recovery from war ef- 
fects gave promise of earty comple: 
tion “only in our own fortunate 
country,” said Mr.. Wilson, and even 
here “halts and is impeded at 
times.” <A program of “immediate- 
ly serviceable acts of Iegislation” 
t9 aid that recovery “ani prove the 
indestructible recuperative force 
of a great government of the peo- 
ple,” should e undertaken, Mr. 


Wilson said, adding: 

“One of these is to prove that a 
great democracy can Keep house 45 
successfully and in as busincss- 
i:ke fashion as any government.” 

Why He Vetoed HBudzet. 

First among the recommended 


steps Mr. Wilson placed enactment 
of a ‘workable budget system.” He 
snid he had vetoed the budget Dill 
passed at the last session “reluctant- 
ly.”” and because of “a constitutional 
éabjection,’ but as it was later re- 
vised in the house he believed it 
would, with other measures, furnish 
“foundations for a national budget 
s\stem,” 

Mr. Wilson cited figures as to the 
national debt and urged “rigid 
economy” in which all branches of 
the government should co-operate. 

“T can not over-emphasize,” he 
said, “the necessity of economy in 
government appropriations and ex- 
penditures and avoidance by con- 
wress of practices which take mon- 
ey from the treasury by indefinite 
or revolving fund appropriations.’ 

This year’s estimates “strikingly 
illustrated the importance of spe- 
cifie appropriations, the president 
added, the transportation act hav- 
ing “disturbed” the relationship be- 
tween current receipts and expen- 
ditures to the extent of over a bil- 
lion dollars. 

“It is obvious,” the message con- 
tinued, “that these large payments 
have already seriously limited the 
government’s progress in retiring 
the floating debt.” 

The president renewed some of 
the recommendations he made at 
the opening of the last session and 
added: 

“IT do not feel it my privilege at 


present to suggest the detailed and 


particular methods by which these 
objects may be attained, but I have 
faith that the inquiries of your sev- 
eral committees will discover the 
way and the method.” 

The only recommendations for 
other than domestic matters was 
that for a loan to Armenia, to be 
administered through American 
eommissioners to avoid “further 
tempting opportunities” to revolu- 
tionary tendencies in that country, 
and for granting independence to 
the Philippines, “to keep our prom- 
ise, to the people cf those islands.” 


League Not Mentioned. 


Nowhere did tlre president refer 
to the league of nations or the 
peace treaty fight, except, perhaps 
by inference in his opening when 
he quoted Arrabem Lincoln's “let 
us have fa'‘th that right makes 
might, and in that faith let us dare 
to do our duty 19 we understand it.” 

Democracy, the president said, “is 
being put upon its final test.’’ 

“The old world,” said he, “is just 
now suffering from a wanton re- 
jection of the principle of democ- 
racy and a substitution of the prin- 
“iple of autocracy as asserted in 
the name but without the authority 
and sanction of the multitude. This 
is the time of all others when de- 
mocracy should prove its purity and 
its spiritual power to prevail). It 
is surely the manifest destiny of 
the United States to lead in the 
‘attempt to make this spirit pre- 
vail.” 

Two ways, “in which the United 
States can assist to accomplish this 
great object’’ were outlined by the 
president. They were: 

“First. By offering thé example 
within her own borders of the wil 
and power of democracy to make 
and enforce laws which are unques-

“Second. By standing for right 
and justice as towards individual 
nations.” 

U. S. in Role of Champion. 

“The United States,” said the 
president, “cannot refuse this 
role of champion without putting 
the stigma of rejection upon the 
great and devoted men wh? brought 
its povernment into existence.” 

The president’s message was not 
read immediately in the senate, 
which waited until it had disposed 
of routine business. Secretary 
Tumulty was among the spectators 
in the senate, occupying a seat on 
the floor. ° 

The house listened to the reading 
of the president's message in sil- 
ence until it was concluded, when 
the democrats arose and applauded. 
There was some applause also from 
the galleries. 

In the senate, arrival of the white 
house messenger with an armful of 
communications, including some 17,- 
000 recess and other appointments, 
and with the announcements “sev- 
eral messages in writing from the 
president,” caused laughter on the 
floor. Debate on farmers’ relief 
measures was in progress and it 
was half an hour before the clerk 
began reading the president’s mes- 
sage, senators following the read- 
ing from printed copies placed in 
thelr hands earlier. 

Text of the Message. 

The text of President Wilson’s 
message to congress follows: 

When I address myself to per- 
forming the duty laid upon the 
president by the constitution 40 pre- 
sent to you an annual report on the 
state of the union, I found myself 
dominated by an immortal sentence 
of Abraham Lincoln's, ‘Let us have 
faith that right makes might, and 
in that faith let us dare to do our 
duty as we understand it’—a sen- 
tence immortal because it embodies 
in a form of utter simplicity and 
purity the essential state of the na- 
tion, the faith in which it was con- 
ceived and the faith in which it 
has grown to glory and power. 


With that faith and the birth of a 
nation founded upon it came the 
hope into the world that a new or- 
der would prevail throughout the 
affairs of mankind, an order jin 
which reason and right would take 

recedehce of covetousness and 
oree, and I believe that I express 
the wish and purpose of every 
thoughtful American when [I say 
that this sentence marks for us in 
the plainest manner the part we 
should play alike in the arrange- 
ments of our exercise of influence 
upon the affairs of the world. By 
this faith, and by this faith alone, 
can the world be lifted out of its 
present confusion and despair. 

It was this faith which prevailed 
over the wicked force of Germany. 
You will remember that the begin- 
ning of the end of the war came 
when the German people found 
themselves face to face with the 
conscience of the world and real- 
ized that right was everywhere ar- 
rayed ment fas wrong that their 
government as attempting to per- 
petrate. I ink, therefore, that it 
is true to say that this was the 
faith which won the war. Certain- 
ly this is the faith with which our 
gallant men went into the field and 
out upon the seas to make sure of 
victory. 

Mission of Democracy. 


This is the mission upon which 
democracy came into the world. 
Democracy is an assertion of the 
right of the individual to live and 
to be treated justly as against any 
attempt on the part of any combi- 
nation of individuals to make laws 
which will overburden him or which 
will destroy his equality among his 
fellows.in the matter of right or 
privilege, and I think we all realize 
that the day has come when democ- 
racy is being put upon its final 
test. The old world is just now 
suffering from a wanton rejection 
of the principle of democracy and a 
substitution of the principle of au- 
tocracy as asserted in the name but 
without the authority and sanction 
of the multitude. This is the time 
of all others when democracy 
should prove {ts purity and its 
spiritual power to prevail. It is 
surely the manifest destiny of the 
United States to lead in the attempt 
to make this spirit prevail. 

There are two ways in which the 
United States can assist to accom- 
this great object: First, by 
offering the exampie within her 
own borders of the will-and power 
of democracy to make and enforce 
laws which are unquestionably just 
and which are equal in their ad- 
ministration—laws which secure its 
full right to labor and yet at the 
same time safeguard the integrity 
of property, and particularly of that 
property which is devoted to the 
development of industry and the 
increase of the necessary wealth of 
the world. 


For Right and Justice, 


Second, by standing for right and 
justice as towards individual na- 
tions. The law of democracy is for 
the protection of the weak, and the 
influence of every democracy in the 
world should be for the protection 
of the weak nation, the nation 
which is struggling towards its 
right and towards its proper rec- 
Ognition @d privilege in the family 
of nations. 

The United States cannot refuse 
this role of champion without put- 
ting the stigma of rejection upon 
the great and devoted men who 
brought its government’into exis- 
tence and established it in the face 
of almost universal opposition and 
intrigue, even in the face of wan- 
ton force, as, for example, against 
the orders in council of Great Brit- 
ain and the arbitrary Napoleonic 
decrees which involved us in what 
we know as the war of 1812. 

I urge you to consider that the 
display of an immediate disposition 
on the part of the congress to rem- 
edy any injustices or evils that may 
have.shown themselves in our own 
national life will afford the most 
effectual offset to the forces of 
chaos and tyranny, which are play- 
ing so disastrous a part in the for- 
tune of the free peoples of more 
than one part of the world. The 
United States is of necessity the 
sample democracy of the world, and 
the triumph of democracy depends 
upon its success, 

Recovery from the disturbing and 
sometimes disastrous effects of the 
late war has been exceedingly slow 
on the other side of the water and 
has given promise, I venture to say, 
of early cempletion only in our own 
fortunate country; but even with 
us the recovery halts and is im- 
peded at times and there are im- 
mediately serviceable acts of leg- 
islation which it seems to me we 
ought to attempt, to assist that re- 
covery and prove the indestructible 
recuperative force of a great gov- 
ernment of the people. / 


Budget System Urged. 
One of these is to prove that a 


Ereat democracy can keep house as 


uccessfully and in as business-like 
a fashion as any other government. 
It seems to me that the first step 
towards proving this is to supply 


ourselves with a systematic method 
of handling our estimates and ex- 


penditures and bringing them to the 
point where they will not be an un- 
necesSary strain upon our income 
or necessitate unreasonable  taxa- 
tion; in otheg words, a workable 
budgete system, and I respectfully 
suggest that two elements are es- 
sential to such a system; namely, 
not only that the proposal of ap- 
propriations should be in the hands 
of a single body, such as a single 
appropriations committee in 
house of congress, but also that this 
body should be brought into such 
co-operation with the departments 
of the government and with the 
treasury of the United States as 
would enable it to act upon a com- 
plete conspectus of the needs of the 
government and the resources from 
Which it must draw its income. 

I reluctantly vetoed the budget 
bill passed by thé last session of 
the congress because of a constitu- 
tronal objection. The house of rep- 
resentatives subsequently modified 
‘he bill in order to meet this objec- 
tion: In the revised form I believ- 
ed that the bill, coupled with ac- 
‘jon already taken by the congress 
to revise its rules. and procedure, 
urnishes the foundations for an ef- 
ective national budget system. I 
arnestly hope, therefore, that one 
f the first steps taken by the pres- 
‘nt session of the congress will be 
o pass the budget bill. 


Fimances of Nation. 


The nation’s finances have shown 
miarked improvement during the 
past year. The total ordinary re- 
ceipts of $6,694,000,000 for the fis- 


each: 


cal year 1920, exceeded those for 
1919 by $1,542,000,000, while the to- 
tal net ordinary expenditures de- 
creased from $18,514,000,000 to $6,- 
403,000,000. The gross public debt, 
which reeched its highest point on 
August 31, 1919, when it was $26,- 
696,000,000, had dropped on Novem- 
ber 30, 1920, to 324,175,000,000. There 
hag also been a marked decrease 
in“ holdings of government war &se- 
curities by the banking institutions 
of the country, as well as in the 
amount of bills held by the federal 
reserve banks esecured by govern- 
ment war obligations. 

This fortunate result has relieved 
the banks and left them freer to 
finance the needs of agriculture, 
industry and commerce. It has 
been due in large part to the re- 
duction of the public debt, espe- 
cially vf the floating debt, but 
more particularly to the improved 
distribution of government vs Sd 
ties among permanent investors. 
The cessation of the government's 
borrowings, except through short- 
term certificates of indebtedness, 
has been a matter of great conse- 
quence to the people of the country 
at large ag well as to the holders 
of Liberty bonds and Victory notes, 
and has had an important bearing 
On the matter of effective credit 
control.

debt and part of the Victory loan 
before maturity. With rigid econo- 
my, vigorous satvage operations and 
adequate revenues of current re- 
ceipts over current expenditures 
can be ....lize’ 2nd shovw'” be ap- 
plied to the floating debt. All 
branches of thé government should 
co-operate to see that this program 
is realized. 


Economy and Tax Revision. 

I cannot overemphasize the ne- 
cessity of economy in government 
appropriations and expenditures and 
the avoidance by the congress of 
practices which take money from 
the treasury by indefinite or re- 
volving fund appropriations. The 
estimates for the present year show 
that over a billion dollars of ex- 
yenditures werd authorized by the 
last congress in addition to the 
amounts shown in the usual com- 
piled statements of appropriations. 
This strikingly illustrates the im- 
portance of making direct and spe- 
cific appropriations, 

The relation between the current 
receipts and current expenditures of 
the government during the present 
fiscal year, as well as during the 
last half of the last fiscal year, 
has been disturbed by the extraor- 
dinary burdens thrown upon the 
treasury by the transportation act, 
in connection with the return of 
the railroads to private control, 
Over $600,000,000 has already been 
paid to the railroads under this 
act—$350,000,000 during the pres- 
ent fiscal year; and it is estimated . 
that further payments aggregating 
possibly $650,000,000 must still be 
made to the railroads during the 
current year. It is obvious’ that 
these large payments have already 
seriously limited the governments 
progress in retiring the floating 
debt. 

Closely connected with this, it 
seems tv me, is the necessity for 
an immediate consideration of the | 
revisio:. of ous tax laws. Sim plifi- 
eation of the income and profits 
taxes’ has become an im tiate ne- 
ecessity. These taxes performed an 
indispensable service during - the 
war. The need for thei simplifi- 
cation, however, is very great, in 
order to save tie taxpayer incon- 
yenience and expense and in order 
to make his: liability more certain 
and definite. Other and more de- 
tailed recommendations with re- 
gard to taxes will no doubt be laid 
before you by the secretary of the 
treasury and the commissioner of 


internal reyenue. 
Aid for Crippled Soldiers. 


It is my privilege to draw to the 
attention of congress ior very 
sympathetic consideration the prod- 
lem of providing adequate facili- 
ties for the care and treatment of 
former members of the military 
and naval forces who are sick or 
Ccisabled as the result of their par- 
ticipation in the war. These heroic 
men can never be paid in money 
for the service they patriotically 
rendered the nation. Their reward 
will lie rather in realization of the 
fact that they vindicated the rights 
of their country and aided in safe- 
guarding civilization. The nation’s 
gratitude must be effectively revealed 
to them by the most ample provision 
fer their medieal care and treat- 
ment as well As for their vocational 
training and placement. The time 
has come when a more omplete 
program can be formulated ahd more 
satisfactorily administered for treat- 
ment and training, and I earnestly 
urge that the congress give the mat- 
ter its early consideration. The 
secretary of the treasury and the 
board of vocational education will 
outline in their annual reports pro- 
posals covering medical care and! 
rehabilitation which I am sure will 
engage vour earnest study and com- 
mand your most generous support. 

O6nstructive Work Urged. 


Permit me to emphaize once 
niore the need for action upon cer- 
tain matters upon which I dwelt at 
some length in my message 
to the second session of 
the sixty-sixth congress: The 
r.ecessity, for example, of éncourag- 
ing the manufacture of dyestuffs 
and related chemicals; the impor- 
tance of doing everything possible to 
promote agricultural production on 
economic lines, to improve agricu- 
tural marketing and to make rural 
life more attractive and healthful; 
the need for a law regulating cold 
storage in such a way as to limit 
the time during which goods may 
be kept in storage, prescribing the 
method of disposing of them if kept 
beyond the permitted period, and 
requiring goods released from stor- 
are in all cases to bear the date of 
their receipt. 

It would also be most serviceable 
if it were provided that all goods 
released from cold storage for in- 
terstate shipment should have plain- 
ly marked upon each package the 
selling or market price at which 
they went into storage, in order 
that the purchaser might be able 
to learn what profits stood between 
him and the producer or the whole- 
sale dealer. Indeed, it would be 
very serviceable to the public if al] 
soods destined for interstate com- 
raerce were made.to carry upon ey- 
ery packing case whose form made 
it possible a plain statement of the 
rrice at which they left the hands 
of the producer. 

I respectfully call your attentfon, 
also to the recommendations of the 
message referred to with regard 
to a federal license for all corpora- 
tions engaged in interstate com- 
merce.

“It follows, therefore,” he declared, 
“that persons on board American 
vessels, wherever the vessel may 
be, are governed by the laws of 
the United States, to which they 
would be subject if within the 
Indeed, the jurisdic- 
tlon of the federal government over 


them is much broader than when 
they are within the United States. 
In the latter case, with respect 
to the great bulk of the criminal 
laws, they are subject to the juris- 
diction of the various states and not 
to that of the United States. The 
various states, however, have no 
jurisdiction even of their own eciti- 
zens when on the high seas, For

In order to increase both 
would be to make the unit so small 
that New York, Pennsylvania, lIlli- 
nois and other congested centers 
with great cities, would swamp con- 
gress with their city members, 
the exclusion of rural members on 
a parity basis.

is going to be continuoas whacking 
at the south from the very begin- 
ning of the Harding administra- 
tion; and these very leaders are g0-

Sir George FE. Foster, of the Ca- 
nadain delegation, Jed the van with 
an appeal to the world to stamp 
Out the dreaded disease, which is 
gradually ading over Europe. 
Others who spoke represented India, 
China, -ersia, Norway, Greece, 
spain, France, Great Britain, Hol- 
land and Rumania. 

A large part of the 259,000 pounds 
to set the campaign in motion was 
pledged and the committee, which 
Will be appointed to get the balance, 
probably will succeed without much 
difficulty. This is regarded as a 
triumph for the assembly over the 
council, which had twice appeal- 
ed for these funds without success. 

Sir George KE. Foster, of the Ca- 
nadian delegation, stirred the as- 
sembly by an é@loquent appeal for 
action against the typhus in Poland 
and the Near East in general. Can- 
ada and Siam, he-~ remarked, were 
the only countries that respondea 
with cash contributions to the eall 
of the council fof aid. 

“Let it not be sald that the flood 
gates of sympathy are closed,” he 
cried. “Let it not be said that the 
sensibilities of the world have been 
dulled to such imperative calls.” 

A member of the Indian delega- 
tion, the Prince of Navanagara, 
added to Sir George’s appeal by 
giving a vivid description of the 
ravages of typhus in the east. He 
deciared the world was facing in 
this a graver emergency than the 
situation in Armenia. 

Dr. Fridtiof, the Norwegian del- 
gate, said that the typhus could be 
effectively fought with the price of 
two torpedo boat destroyers. He 
proposed the naming of a commit- 
tee to get the money. 

Sir George Foster's reminder to 
the assembly that much had been 
promised in aid of the anti-typhus 
campaign, but that little had been 
paid except by Siam and Canada, 
produced a decided reaction among 
the delegates. Representatives of 
nations in all corners of the world 
succeeded one another at the speak- 
er’s stand to give assurance of their 
co-operation in the worl, 

Ignace Jan Paderewsk’, of Poland, 
pointed out the grave sanitary con- 
ditions in Poland due to the fact 
that more than two million pris- 
oners of war and refugees had 
passed through Poland since 1914 
under conditions that made it im- 
possible to prevent the outbreak of 
disease. 

Prince Aria-Ed-Dowleh, the Per- 
sian delegate, said it was no longer 
true that epidemics were brought 
westward from Asia, but that ty- 
phus was invading Persia from the 
west.

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GORDON FOR SITE. 
OF TECH FAVORED 


Movement Now Taking 
Definite Shape in Wash- 


ington Among Officials 
There, It Ie Stated.

Washington, D. C. December 7—~ 


A well defined movement has start- 
ed here looking to the acquisition 
of the government's Camp Gordon 
site at Atlanta with all of its ex- 
tensive permanent improvements, 
for the permanent home of the 
Georgia Schoo: of Technology, and 
the establishment of associated re- 
search departments so urgently 
needed by the govergment, 

Should the plan, as now being se- 
riously discussed by members of 
congress and government officials, 
finally take tangible shape, it wil] 
carry with it the proposition that 
the city of Atlanta purchase the 
Presemt Tech plant, and use it for 
the Tech High or for one of the 
advanced schools of the city. 

Government Plans. 


It is pointed out first that Tech 
is a national institution, and in 
reality a government essential in 
both peace and war; that its pres- 
ent usefulness, so/ potential as to 
become nation-wide in its fame, 
could be greatly expanded were jts 
working plant possible of adequate 
enlargement. It is pointed out fur- 
ther that the government is contem- 
plating the establishment of scien- 
tific research plants covering every 
line of engineering, aerial, sea, and 
surface transportation, army and 
navy sciences, necessary in war, to- 
gether with great experimental sta- 
tions covering all branches of in- 
dustry for the benefit of all the 
people in reconstruction, 

It is further stated that Camp 
Gordon is admirably suited for such 
an enlarged plant by reason of its 
unusually excellent water, sewer- 
age, DOwer, hospital] and other plants 
built at the cost of millions,: ‘its 
drainage, paved roads approach, 
Street car and rail transportation 
and other equipment already in- 
Stalled, all of which can avail the 
government but little in a general 
salvage sale, . 

It is further stated that if prop- 
er force is placed behind the proj- 
ect the government can and no 
doubt will donate to Tech five hun- 
dred central acres, covering the 
plants and improvements, and then 
realize by the sale of the remaining 
1600 acres, the sales to be limited 
to such purposes as would properly 
assimilate with a@ great institution 
@ this kind a sum total greater 
than the whole reservation would 
bring at a salvage sale, with no 
fixed development plans in yitw. 

On the other hand it is held that 
with the sale of the present Tech 
Plant in Atlanta that institution 
could from the proceeds construct 
at Gordon a thoroughly enlarged 
and modern plant even perhaps 
without additional state appropria- 
tions, 

These matters are taking serious

Orrin Wester, assistant director of 
the United States treasury, Wash- 
ington, D. C., delivered the first of

2 pounds granulated sugar 
YY, cupful of water 
4 teaspoonful cream of 
tarter. 


FORMULA 

Stir the ingredients over a 
slow fire unti] the sugar is 
dissolved. Wipe the sides of 
the pan down with a damp 
cloth. Cook until the mix- 
ture forms a soft ball when 
tested in cold water. Remove 
from the fire and pour quick- 
ly over a large, chilled plat- 


ter. Do not scrape the pan 
or allow candy to drip from 
it into the platter. Let it 
Stand until nearly cool before 
Stirring with a wooden spoon. 
Work it toward the center of 
the platter, and when it be- 
comes stiff it should be 
kneaded with the hands until 
it is smooth. Let it stand a 
few hours and then pack it 
down in a bowl, covered with 
adamp cloth. Should it turn 
Out grainy it can be reheated.

THOS. W. HARDWICK 
DEFENDS MARTENS 


Georgia’s Governor-Elect. Is 
Leading Counsel for Sov- 
iet Diplomat.

Washington, December 7.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—Former Senator and Gover- 
nor-elect Thomas W. Hardwick, of 
Georgia, appeared today as the 
leading counsel for Ludwig Mar- 
tens, the self-styled soviet ambas- 
sador to America, at a hearing be- 
fore the secretary of labor to show 
cause why Martens should not be 
deported in accordance with the 
contentions of the department of 
justice. 

It was admitted In the hearing 
by one of the  soviet’s attorneys 
that Martens subscribes to the doc- 
trines of the communists and the 
third internationale, but that he 
had not sought to foster, dissemi- 
nate or otherwise promulgate his 
communistic and proletarian doc- 
trines looking to the overthrow of 
this government, or in violation of 
this government’s statutes. 

Th labor department head took 
the case under advisement and is 
expected to announce his decision 
within a few days. 

The warrant against Martens was 
issued last January after the de- 
partment of justice had conducted 
the so-called “radical raids,” but 
at that time Martens was under 
examination before a senate come 
mittee investigating bolshevik 
propaganda in the United States, 
and it was not served until later. 
Hearings on the warrant were held | 
both in Washington and New York, 
with many postponements. 

During the proceedings, the con- 
troversy between the department of 
justice and the department of labor 
concerning the proceedings against 
radicals generally came to a head 
with the refusal of the depart- 
ment of labor to permit representa- 
tives of the department of justice 
to question Martens. 

The government's argument to- 
day was presented by J. E. Hoover, 
of the department of justice, who, 
in his argument, contended that 
Martens was unlawfully in the 
United States and that he had par- 
ticipated in the movement of the 
Russian communist party, the thira
